Applicant argues that the free flowing protein coated powder particles of Perrler do not describe a composite gel of independent claim 1. 
The powder particles of Perrler are not a gel, particularly not an aqueous gel of cross-linked proteins in a continuous phase. It is the 
examiners position that the aqueous solution used to dissolve the plant proteins contained in the pulverulent preparations pnor to drying 
the particles, is the same compsiton as the instant gel. Perrier additioanlly discloses the suspeion is stable and can be used in the form 
of a gel Therfore the rejections of claims over Perrier are maintained for the reasons of reasons of record. 

Regarding the Dollat reference, applicant argues, to create the spherules of Dollat, the emulsion of oil in a protein solution was emulsified 
in a water immiscible solvent to prepare a water-in-oil secondary emulsion (see, e.g.. abstract; column 2, line 38; and, column 3, line 56 
to column 4 line 13). After the water-in-oil emulsion is established. Dollat adds the aldehyde cross-linking agent. However, the teaching 
of Perrier is that substitution of the acylating polyfunctional cross linking agents at this stage of the process would result in membrane 
formation and not a gel. The combined teachings of the cited reference would not provide the rumen protected composite gels of the 
present invention. The examiner disagrees, it is the examiners psotion that one of ordinary skill in this art would have the knowledge to 
substutie one cross linking agent for another in order to obtain the desired product as outlined in the Dollat and Perrier references.
